The three, püsing as AIM 
supporters, were arrosted with 
blood-sinmed clothing and fresh- 
Iv-hloudied knives.

Also prominent in this case is 
admiUc^d FBI agent Douglass 
Durharn, who directly arranged 
for AIM lo purge Skyhorse and 
Mohawk after their arrest in 197-1 
and lo deny them any support, 
Amazingly, Durham joined the 
Mohawk/Skyhorse Defense Com- 
miltee - after giving allegedly 
baud ul ent tosti mom as a "clini- 
cal psychologïst' in a santty 
hearing for Skyhorse. 

Durham's exposure as a fed- 
eral agent notonly hampered the 
defense of Skyhorse and Mohawk 
hut made il difficult for AIM 
defendants in numerous other 
cases to ga in community support 
due lo the fear and paranoia 
whieb was eren led. 

In a ruling termed disastrnus 
by the defense, the Calilomin

I 
knew that an educaliOTial pro¬ 
gram vvould pormit me free u$e of 
the libmry to go on developing 
my knowledge. They refused this, 
ton. on the gTOtlhd that the 
edücntion programs we re n prtvi- 
lege and that I had to earn ihem 
by first working in prison mdutstry 
for an unspecificd period of time. 

In other wards, firsl the stick — 
a dehum&nization that $ati$Gcd 
ihem - and then the carrot - 
pursuit of my own inlerests I 
refused ngain. Their (Iemands 
we re rooted in a He onyway. 1 
knew that other prisoners had 
been permitted to start out with 
educationnï programs, and f also 
knew they wnuld nol allow me to 
do 80 because they wanted to 
break me. Rut I was nol goïng to 
be breken 

5o they ploced int* on lock-up. 
This ineans that I re mui ried in my 
cell for tnosl of the day and 
received no canteen privileges. 
The cella at the Califomia Penei] 
Colony each have three locks. 
One is centrally en nt rul led und is 
in operaLion only al nighi U goes 
on Elfler the genentl lock-up with 
a land clflck that can be heard al! 
over ihe prison Wo cnll it 
" dropping tin* har." The second 


teek isopened only by the guard 's 
key. and the third ïuck by a key 
thrn the Inmale puhseses. 

Kach morning. after ' ruistng 
ihe bar' ItakUig off the centrally 
controller! lockb the goard went 
by acid unlocked each cell; the 
inmate was lht*n free for the rest 
of the day Ui leave or enter his cell 
with his own key. Requuse ! was 
on lock-up, the guard passed my 
cel! by VN'hen he co me dow-n the 
row in the morning. I was 
permilled out of my ce]] only for 
meals, for visitors, or for official 
prison business sudr as going 
befórc the disciplinary board 

Sn | goi out euch day only from 
seven to eight for breakfast, 
twelve to orte for lunch, and five 
te six'thirty lor supper. During 
these times E abo had to change 
mjdothes. lake a show er. and do 
any other neceasary tasks. 

In lock-up ene is denïed alt 
privileges. 1 eould make no 
purchases from the canteen, no 
ngarcUcs. suup, deodorant» looth 
paste, and moutbwash. \ had nrdy 
a state lootiibrush and instiiuiïon- 
at tmth ptiwder Eiich week I 


rcceived sl\ pteces of paper on 
which to wrtte letters to any of the 
ten people on my v bil mg list. 

Althougb I received the San 
Fr andseo Ch ronkte in the mail, 
always one day late, even this 
was refused from time to time At 
first I was permitted to have no 
other reading ma ten al or to do 
any other wntmg. hut eventuaiïy 
my mtorneys obtained a cüurt 
order enlitling me lo a typewriter 


as wel! as booki> and wnting 
material related to my case. I 
contmued loexercise and practice 
contrei of my thoughts, which J 
had perfected by then 

Lock-up was their way of 
“punïshing me for refusing to 
accept slavery, The shops at the 
Penal Colony made shoes and 
license plates, and do the Saundry 
of other instilution.^. for ïht a se 
Services the Penal Coïony is paid 
gixxl ratee. It foJlows that by 
paying almost no saJary to 
inmates. the system b ïiule more 
than slavery. 

Prison is one of the most 
otitrageops farms of economie 
exploitation in existence, al* 
though prison authoriiies set? the 
System in a different light I 
looked upon lock-up not es 
punishmenlbut ns liberation from 
servitude. Once a month 1 w r as 
ealled before the disciplinary 
board and asked if I was reody to 
cöo perste w tth them und come off 
lock-up Every month I refused 

The gtiürds thought I was 
fighting u Losïng ballle, that i 
vvould not be able to stand it for 
Song. 1 would eventually break, 
they said. so why waste away in 
soütary? Moreover. h} nesisling 
prison rules and reguLntions. I 
was simply éxtending my time to 
the f uil fifleen years. 

The Lsolation of lock-up was 
bcnrable. really more than that 
My br-nn wns aclive: there went* 
many thitigs te* think abtmi. and I 
filled the days werking out ideas I 
had hegun to dexelop back in 
ClakUind City t 'olie ge Furlher 
more. my fninity w as able to isti 
me often, dvppile ih^ 1 long drive.

‘ And so I take this opportunity lo dolend 
Ciïba's position Our military and civilian 
cooperatkin with the Angolan govemmeiu is a 
matter butween the govcrnintml of Angola and 
the govemment of Cuba. We wilJ nover 
negotipte over this cooperaÜon with the 
imperialists. Whatever they do, whatever Umy 
ttay h on this pnint we v^ ill ru vor nogotiate with 
the Imperialists.

Ms. Bernstein re port s tin many 
struggles in which nomen played 
a significanl role H such as the 
laia bas boycöU in ASexandm, 
near Juhannesharg. Fifteen ihoa- 


sand men and wnmen walked to 
work eighteen miles n day for 
nine days to protest u raise in bus 
faros. A one-tlay work stop page 
to protest apartheid, on May 1, 
1949. was met with a pofice 
mnssacre of pretesters. Eighteen 
were killed and thirty w'ounded. 
ïndudüng children, Ilundreds of 
thousands respónded with a 
natmnal w r ork slopptige on Jane 
26, 1950, closing schools, busi- 
nesses, shipping, and most 
everything else. Thai date has 
since been marked Freedom Day 
for South Africa. 

One of the most significant and 
prolonged stmggles waged by 
South Afrteiin women w r üs against 
the pass luws. Until the I950s the 
amount of wage labor by womon 
was so msignificanl that they 
were nol reqmrcd to cairy passes 
latthough the government tried to 
has irnpose them on women since 
19131. Because ai peculiorities in 
the labor laws, this sitiiation had 
a positivo effect for women in 
union organizations, U enabled 
them to play an octive role in the 
formation of trilde unions durtng 
the 194Os and ï95Qs — in the 
garment and teitile industries as 
welt as in food canning and 
processing, where wonion ware a 
majority of the workers. 

ïn 1955, the passes were 


reintrtïdiiced and the movemen l 
against the pass laws began to 
grow again. Ms Bernstein ex- 
plmns the effect passes had on 
vromen 's livesr "Women had 
reason to fear the cariying of 
passes .1 the night raids, 
stopping in streels by police vans, 
searehes, jobs ilost thrnugh ar- 
rests, dbappearance of men 
shanghaied to farms, and the 
prosecutions," 

In 1955, 2,000 marched in 
Pretoria ngainst pass laws for 
women, The folïowing year 
20,000 marched on August 9, 
which was t herenfter commemo- 
rated ns Women s Day. On that 
day, the women stood silent, 
sorne with babi es on backs, for 
thirty minutes. As they dispersed 
the women sfmg what became a 
new' freedom song: ' Wathint' a 
bafo/i, way ithint imbolndo lizo 
kufa" — "Now' you h&ve touched 
the women, you have struck a 
rock, you have dislodged a 
bouJder. you will be crushed ' * 1 

The women continued to pro¬ 
test. but the govemment oniy 
slepped up its repression , VVom- 
en were denied needed birth 
records, pensions, and employ- 
ment. They were bnateu, shot. 
cut. and jailed. 

Ma. öernstein's book is im¬ 
portant to the struggle
